The shamen claim that these extraordinary 
powers are given to them through their fasting 
and praying, They fast and pray three days 
and nights before each performance, which, 
however, is only two or three during a season, 
like grand opera. They do not charge for ad- 
mission, claiming that It would be sacrilegious 
to do so, and that they would lose their powers. 
Bat after the performances the mystified and 
superstitious audience heap upon the shamen 
all kinds of presnts, which, of course, he accepts, 
just as a prima donna does a diamond ring.—
